Viagra may 
help women on 
antidepressants

Viagra’s effect in women has been 
disappointing, but a new small study finds 
those on antidepressants may benefit 
from taking the 
little blue pills. 

The research 
involving 98 
women found 
Viagra helped 
with orgasm. But 
the benefits did 
not extend to 
other aspects of 
sex such as desire, 
researchers report 
in Wednesday’s 
Journal of the 
American Medical 
Association, 

“For women on 
antidepressants 
with orgasm 
problems, this 
may provide some 
wonderful relief,” 
said psychologist 
Stanley Althof, 
director of the 
Center for Marital 
and Sexual Health 
of South Florida in 
West Palm Beach, 

Fla,, who was not 
involved in the 
study, “But it will 
not improve their 
desire or arousal,” 

Antidepressants can interfere with sex 
drive and performance even as the drugs 
help lift crippling depression. Switching 
drugs or reducing the dose can help. 
But many people, men and women, stop 
taking them because of their sexual side 
effects. 

The complaints are common. More than 
half the people who take antidepressants 
develop sexual problems, prior studies 
have found, especially for people taking 
Prozac, Paxil, Celexa and other drugs that 
work by increasing the chemical serotonin 
in the brain. Serotonin is thought to slow 
down orgasm, perhaps by diminishing 
the release of another brain chemical, 
dopamine, Viagra increases blood flow to 
sex organs, 

Pfizer spokeswoman Sally Beatty said 
the company currently has no plans to 
pursue FDA approval for using its drug 
Viagra as a treatment for female sexual 
dysfunction. The company ended its 
internal research on Viagra for women in 
2004, While Viagra was found to be safe, 
the results were inconclusive, Beatty said 
in an e-mail. 


STUDY DETAILS 

The new Viagra 
findings are based 
on an eight -week 
experiment. The 98 
women were using 
antidepressants 
successfully but 
were having sexual 
problems. Their 
average age was 37. 

The women 
agreed to attempt 
sexual activ- 
ity at least once 
each week. Each 
time, they took 
a pill, not know- 
ing whether it was 
Viagra or a match- 
ing dummy pill. 

While 72 percent 
of the women tak- 
ing Viagra reported 
improvement on an 
overall scale, only 
27 percent of the 
women taking the 
placebo reported 
improvement.

Traffic deaths fall as gas prices rise

COLUMBUS, Ohio Rising prices at the gas pump appear to be having 
at least one positive effect: Traffic deaths around the country 
are plummeting, just as they did during the Arab oil embargo 
three decades ago. 

Researchers with the National Safety Council report a 9 
percent drop in motor vehicle deaths overall through May 
compared with the first five months of 2007, including a drop 
of 18 percent in March and 14 percent in April, 

Preliminary figures obtained by The Associated Press show 
that some states have reported declines of 20 percent or more. 
Thirty-one states have seen declines of at least 10 percent, and 
eight states have reported an increase, according to the council. 
No one can say definitively why road fatalities are falling, 
but it is happening as Americans cut back sharply on driving 
because of record-high gas prices. 

Fewer people on the road means fewer fatalities, said Gus 
Williams, 52, of Albany, Ga,, who frequently drives to northern 
Ohio, “That shows a good thing coming out of this crisis,” He 
also has noticed that many motorists are going slower. 

The federal government reported in April that miles traveled 
fell 1,8 percent in April compared with a year earlier, continuing 
a trend that began in November, 

Experts say a slumping economy and fuel prices have brought 
down the number of road fatalities in a hurry 
“When the economy is in the tank and fuel prices are high, 
you typically see a decline in miles driven and traffic deaths,” 
said John Ulczycki, the council’s executive director for 
transportation safety 

States also cite other factors such as police stepping up 
their pursuit of speeders and drunken drivers, as well as better 
teen-licensing programs, safer vehicles and winter weather 
that kept many drivers at home. The Governors Highway 
Safety Association also says seat belt use is probably at record 
levels and will top 90 percent in several states when figures are 
released later this year. 

And motorists are cutting discretionary travel. 

Peg Withrow, 48, of Columbus said she does more walking 
and has canceled or delayed trips, including a planned visit to 
see her parents in South Carolina, When she does get in a car, 
Withrow and her fiance discuss whether it’s cheaper to take a 


freeway or city streets, 

“Before we leave the house, we plan a route,” Withrow said as 
she loaded groceries into her Ford F-250 pickup truck, a vehicle 
she calls a “gas hog,”

The last time road deaths fell this fast and this sharply was dur- 
ing the Arab oil embargo in 1973-1974, when fatalities tumbled 17 
percent, from about 55,100 to 46,000; and as states raised the 
drinking age to 21 in 1982-83, when fatalities fell II percent, from 
roughly 49,300 to 44,000. 

Chuck Hurley, a former official with the National Safety Coun- 
cil and the Insurance Institute for Highway Safety, said half of the 
decline in road deaths during the 1970s was attributed to high gas 
prices. The remainder was linked to the lowering of freeway speed 
limits to 55 mph. 

Hurley, now chief executive of Mothers Against Drunk Driving,

Customized pooches may 
suffer health problems, 
be exploited by breeders

The puggles, maltepoos and labradoodles 
scampering along Chicago streets are bred to be 
cute and customizable, pet industry experts say 

But these high-priced “designer dogs” also are 
increasingly exploited by abusive breeders at 
puppy mills and unscrupulous sellers, leading to 
more sick puppies and unhappy owners, accord- 
ing to the Humane Society of the United States. 

Hybrid puppy breeding operations are crop- 
ping up in rural areas from Pennsylvania to 
Kansas, animal advocates say But a hot spot for 
hybrid owners, said pet industry insider Laura 
Bennett, is much closer to home. 

“Urban areas — the Chicagos and the New 
%rks and the L.A.s and the San Franciscos”— 
are where wealthier clientele prefer custom- 
made puppies, which are often bred for non- 
shedding coats, compact size and friendly dis- 
position, said Bennett, pet blogger and CEO of 
Embrace Pet Insurance. 

But owning a designer dog can come at a price 
beyond the original cost. 

Tracy Mattes of Woodridge fell in love with 
her cockapoo Jake through a cage at a Downers 
Grove pet shop in 2005. But by 2006, Mattes 
discovered her puppy had myriad serious and 
costly health problems, includ- 
ing severe allergies, a juvenile cata- 
ract, a digit on his paw that needed 
to be removed and a kneecap that 
popped out of place. 

“His veterinarian bills are 
through the roof,” Mattes said. 

On top of Jake’s almost $700 
price tag. Mattes estimates she’s 
spent more than $6,000 in surger- 
ies and other vet care. Three-year- 
old Jake takes two medications per 
day and requires at least once-a- 
month vet checkups. 

The story of hybrid dogs dates 
back decades. One of the most 
popular, the labradoodle (Labra- 
dor retriever and poodle) was said 
to have been bred about 20 years 
ago in Australia for its “hypoaller- 
genic” coat— a byproduct of its poodle geneal- 
ogy 

But breeders looking to cash in on the cachet 
have started combining any curly-haired dog 
with a popular breed to create “poodle” mixes, 
experts and officials say, or misleading buyers 
through outrageous promises. 

“I’ve heard of the breeding of dogs that don’t 
drool,” said Yuval Nir, a veterinarian in Cicero 


and Naperville, who questioned that statement. 

Pet-store workers told Jennifer Tvrdik that her 
$900 puggle puppy (pug and beagle) should weigh 
between 15 and 30 pounds as an adult, she said. 

Two years later. Rocky is 51 pounds. 

“He just kept growing,” said Tvr- 
dik of Indian Head Park. “He has 
a very enormous head, big jaw, big 
mouth.” 

Puppies bought from pet stores 
or Internet breeders are much 
more likely to have been born in a 
puppy mill and therefore develop 
health problems, said Kathleen 
Summers, deputy director of the 
society’s Stop Puppy Mills cam- 
paign. Like puppy mills that pro- 
duce non-hybrids, these operations 
are hurting the animals through 
neglect and poor care, the society 
says. 

The Humane Society defines 
a puppy mill as any operation— 
licensed or unlicensed— where ani- 
mals are continually confined, kept solely for 
breeding and socially or physically neglected. 
It estimates there are about 10,000 puppy mills 
nationwide. 

But Erika Burklow, manager at Happiness is 
Pets in Orland Park, disputed the assertion that 
pet-store puppies have been abused. Her store’s 
owners hand-pick their puppies from private 
owners, keep records of genealogy and licens- 


ing, and offer warranties against certain health 
issues, she said. 

The society recommends adopting from local 
shelters, many of which are home to hybrids, 
because it says the shelters’ treatment of dogs 
is held to higher standards and the money from 
adoption won’t support the puppy mill industry 
On Friday, the Wisconsin Humane Society 
announced its gradual possession of about 1,200 
dogs from the Puppy Haven Kennel in Green 
Lake County, which specialized in hybrid dogs. 

Angela Speed, a spokeswoman for the Wis- 
consin society, said her organization is not raid- 
ing the kennel or labeling it a puppy mill, but 
does believe living conditions for dogs there 
were inhumane because such facilities do not 
meet their medical, social or emotional needs. 

But another big selling point of mixed-breed 
pooches, sometimes called “hybrid vigor,” is 
rooted in fact, said veterinarian Derrick Lan- 
dini: The careful crossing of two breeds, each 
of which comes with a genetic propensity for 
certain illnesses, could weed out some of those 
weaknesses. 

“In general, you’ll hear the vet ... say go the 
pound and get yourself a mutt ’cause you’re prob- 
ably going to be better off with it,” Landini said. 

But veterinarian Nir stressed the importance 
of consulting with a veterinarian before buy- 
ing any dog because even the most meticulous 
breeder can’t predict the exact result of parents. 

“It’s just like saying the kid is going to be the 
parents,” he said “You know that’s not true.”

Emergency response officials and mass- 
transit agencies in Chicago need to do a bet- 
ter job of planning for the evacuation of the 
elderly the disabled 
and the poor in the 
event of a terrorist 
attack or serious nat- 
ural disaster, a new 
federal report con- 
cluded Tuesday 

More work needs 
to be done to iden- 
tify and communi- 
cate with these spe- 
cial-needs individu- 
als who rely heavily 
on mass transit and 
to provide assis- 
tance and shelter for 
those who cannot 
help themselves in an 
emergency evacua- 
tion, according to the 
National Research 
Council’s Transporta- 
tion Research Board. 

The city has a high percentage of vulner- 
able populations, the report said. Eighteen 
percent of families live below the poverty 
line; more than lo percent of the population 
is 65 or older; 12 percent of people older than 
5 have disabilities; and 34 percent of residents 
speak a language other than English at home. 

Chicago-area officials also must develop a 
more regional evacuation plan to ensure all 
major agencies are coordinated in the event 
of a serious emergency, said the report on 
the role of mass transit in emergency evacu- 
ations, which was released in Washington. 
However, the report credited Chicago for 
integrating the city’s “well-developed trans- 
portation system” into emergency planning. 

“There is good coordination among all 
the key agencies, and in the event of an 
emergency, transit providers would have 
established methods for communicating 
both within their own agencies and with 
other transit agencies, as well as with local 
emergency managers and law enforcement 
personnel,” the report found. 

Nevertheless, better coordination also is 
necessary with the suburbs, collar counties 
and neighboring states to ensure adequate 
shelters, police protection, fuel and sup- 
plies so outlying communities would not 
be overwhelmed in the event of a major 
evacuation of the city

Spaulding 
was shot in the thigh and was in fair con- 
dition at Advocate Christ Medical Center 
in Oak Lawn on Tuesday 

Shortly before shots rang out from the 
alley of the home. Rounds was keeping 
Spaulding company as Spaulding waited 
for another cousin to pick him up. 

“I heard a noise, like a person walk- 
ing,” Spaulding said in an interview 


DALEY DEFENDS GUN EXCHANGE 

Mayor Daley on Tuesday implored 
residents to hand over their guns in 
exchange for prepaid gift cards despite 
questions about the program’s effec- 
tiveness and reluctant corporate spon- 
sorship. 

Daley was quick to defend the pro- 
gram, in which gun owners can turn 
over their weapons “no questions 
asked” from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. Saturday 
in exchange for $100 a gun. 

“A gun lives forever, a human being 
doesn’t live forever,” Daley said at 
a news conference at a South Side 
church. 

The buy-back program was chal- 
lenged last week by Dr. Carl Bell, a 
psychiatrist and president and CEO of 
Chicago’s Community Mental Health 
Council, who said at a City Council 
hearing that the guns being turned in 
“don’t work in the first damn place.”

Advocate Christ. “I looked toward the 
front of the house, there wasn’t nobody 
there... .As I’m looking out there 
{toward the neighbor’s yard], I heard 
{gunshots}.” 

Spaulding, who said he heard at least 
three or four shots, ran toward the back 


door, but said he had a hard time getting 
it open. Once he was shot, he said, he fell 
down. 

“It all just happened so fast,” Spaulding 
said. 

Spaulding said he called to Rounds, 
“Come on! Come on!” His cousin was 
unresponsive, Spaulding said. 

Spaulding said the shooter opened 
fire from the alley behind the gate of the 
backyard of the home. He didn’t get a 
good look at the shooter. 

Malon Edwards, a Chicago Public 
Schools spokesman, said Rounds, an 8th 
grader at Stagg Elementary School on the 
city’s South Side, was enrolled in a sum- 
mer program for Hyde Park Career Acad- 
emy High School. Had he completed the 
summer program, he would have started 
his freshman year at Hyde Park in the 
fall. 

No one was in custody for the shooting 
and a motive was unclear. 

The Monday night shooting hap- 
pened about three blocks south from 
last month’s killing of 14-year-old Jeremy 
Jones. 

On Sunday night, less than a block away 
from where Rounds was killed, a man and 
woman were shot and wounded, accord- 
ing to police. 

There’s no indication Tuesday that any 
of the three shootings are related.

Couple say they’re not lovin’ 
the constant noise coming from 
McDonald’s drive-through 

There are nights when the drive-through speaker is so 
loud, it wakes up John and Patricia Andersen from their 
slumber. 

“Welcome to McDonald’s, can I help you?” Patricia said, 
reciting the greeting she has come to loathe. 

Then come the orders, each recited back to the driver at 
decibel levels the Andersens say are indecent for the sleeping 
neighborhood. 

“The main thing is they need to turn it down,” Patricia 
said. 

It’s been this way for years, since the McDonald’s opened 
at West 53rd Street and South Pulaski Road, the couple say 
“There are nights we like to keep the windows open. We 
can’t even sleep,” Patricia said. “They repeat {the order] 
back. There’s this one girl, she shouts into it. I can hear the 
whole order. It’s crazy” 

The McDonald’s drive-through is so close to the Ander- 
sens’ house they can see the menu board from their front 
porch. The drive-through window is open all night. 

John Andersen said he has asked the restaurant’s manag- 
ers repeatedly to turn down the volume. On several occa- 
sions, the manager told him to call the police, and he did. 
John said it was late and he never saw if officers arrived. He 
also wrote letters to the company’s headquarters in Oak 
Brook. The sound once was lowered for an evening, but it 
went back up the next day John said. 


Next stop for the Andersens was What’s Your Problem? 
The Tribune’s Problem Solver, which called McDonald’s 
spokeswoman Julie Caturano last week. On Friday night, she 
called back to say the issue had been resolved. 

The restaurant has turned down the volume and added 
insulation to muffle the sound, Caturano said. She said com- 
plaints about noise are rare because few McDonald’s restau- 
rants are built so close to homes. 


On Tuesday afternoon, a company representative called 
the Andersens and explsined the changes made to the drive- 
through. Caturano said she also has recommended the res- 
taurant give the couple a free meal. But John said that during 
the lunch rush Tuesday afternoon, it sounded as loud as ever. 
He promised to listen again on Tuesday night and report 
back to the McDonald’s official. Caturano said the restau- 
rant is willing to make other adjustments if necessary

Rosemont 
Blue Line 
to resume 

CTA Blue Line service between the 
Rosemont station and O’Hare will resume 
Thursday morning, four days ahead of 
schedule, transit officials said Tuesday 

The completion of the repair work means 
passengers will no longer have to transfer 
to shuttle buses between O’Hare and the 
Rosemont station, the last stop before the 
airport. The construction work to clear up 
a dilapidated stretch of track known as a 
slow zone where trains had to travel slow- 
er than usual began July 8 and created head- 
aches for commuters, particularly during 
rush hour. 

CTA President Ron Huberman said con- 
struction will allow trains to travel at up to 
55 miles per hour between Rosemont and 
O’Hare. 

In slow zones, trains typically don’t exceed 
15 miles per hour because of deteriorated 
rails, tie plates and spikes, Huberman said. 

Huberman said he hopes to reduce 
the portion of CTA tracks designated as 
slow zones to just under 7 percent by late 
August.

Smoke has cleared, but 
Chicago bars still smell

Think the smoking ban stinks? 

It does— at least inside Chicago bars. 

Now that the cigarette smoke has cleared, 
thanks to the ban that went into effect in January, 
bar goers are sniffing some bad odors. 

“When it’s emptier, {a bar] smells like stale beer, 
spilled alcohol, frat house,” said Brittany Allan, 21, 
a student living in Gold Coast. 

While taking a break from work downtown, Rahim 
Slaise, 32, recalled smelling scents of “overbearing 
cologne, a musk and body odor” at clubs recently 

Using odor-gauging equipment called a Nasal 
Ranger field olfactometer, smell expert Dr. Alan 
Hirsch identified 46 different odors at a Gold 
Coast bar in May for a study sponsored by Axe, 
maker of body sprays. The top odor contributors 
were a musty/earthy/moldy smell that tends to 
come from wood, a urine-like scent, a sour/acid/ 
vinegar odor that could come from residual alco- 
hol, and of course the odors of sweat and beer. 

“The bar is a three times more intense smell 
than the McCormick Place men’s room, or 15 
times more or 16 times more intense odor than a 
coffee shop, and was almost twice as smelly as an 
animal shelter,” said Hirsch, founder of Chicago’s 


Smell and Taste Treatment and Research Founda- 
tion, citing odor intensity levels. 

While secondhand smoke is hazardous to our 
health, the smoke hid some of the stink. 

“You could think of the smoke being back- 
ground noise and the music playing and you turn 
it off and all of the sudden other noises in the 
bar would pop up,” said Dr. Robert Kern, profes- 
sor and chairman of the department of otolaryn- 
gology at the Northwestern University Feinberg 
School of Medicine. 

Indeed, smoking bans are having some unin- 
tended consequences, said Avery Gilbert, author 
of “What the Nose Knows.” 

Smoke masked other scents in bars and res- 
taurants. Without that smoke, you’re left with 
odors of “fry vat if it’s a tavern place, hamburgers 
if there’s a grill. And you’re getting exposed to all 
these other things: body odor, perspirants, and 
deodorants and body sprays like Axe and smelly 
clothes,” said Gilbert, who was not involved 
with the Axe study “If you’re in a club dancing 
and sweating up a storm, and if you’re there long 
enough, your clothes will smell a bit.” 

To get rid of bad odors, bars should maximize 
ventilation or even inject a scent into the air, said 
Hirsch, the smell expert. “You could place an aro- 
ma at a bar that people like. They will perceive the 
environment to be more friendly, be happy at the 
bar and meet more people at the bar,” he said. 


BAR FUNK 

The news for your nose is particularly bad 
this time of year. 

The summer heat makes people sweatier 
and accelerates the stale beer smell, making 
it stronger compared to the winter, said Dr. 
Robert Kern of Northwestern University 
medical school. 

Plus, the sense of smell is best in high heat 
and humidity, and women have a better ability 
to smell than men do, according to smell expert 
Dr. Alan Hirsch. Those factors could make the 
dating game tougher at bars. 

The way a guy smells matters a lot to women, 
Hirsch said. “The intensity of body odor— good 
or bad— is more important to determine to go 
out with him than how he looks, how much 
money he makes and his occupation,” he said.

At least one local bar is doing just that. 

The Crimson Lounge at the Hotel Sax down- 
town developed a signature scent even before the 
smoking ban called suha, a fusion of pomegran- 
ate, cinnamon, nutmeg, patchouli, sandalwood, 
cypress, cedar and vanilla. 

Dispensed through a programmed and timed 
device, the scent was created to evoke the dark yet 
cozy lounge feel, said Adam Kaplan, hotel market- 
ing director. “We wanted to create an experience 
that we’re an upscale, musically driven lounge,” he 
said. 

Still, many bar hoppers in Chicago say they’d 
take bad odors over smoke. 

“When you go home, you don’t smell like all 
those things at the club,” said Slaise, a business 
analyst who lives in South Shore. “They don’t 
retain on the clothing like smoke does.”

Democrats to revisit 'don’t ask, don’t teii’ 


WASHINGTON Democrats are convening 
the first congressional hearing on 
the military’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy 
since its enactment 15 years ago. But they 
acknowledge there’s no chance of repeal- 
ing it this year. 

Indeed their only hope of success, they 
say, is if Democratic Sen. Barack Obama 
gets elected president. 

“We need a new president in order to 
get this passed” — specifically, a Presi- 
dent Obama, Rep. Ellen Tauscher (D- 
Calif ) told reporters on a conference call 
Tuesday convened by the Human Rights 
Campaign and the Servicemembers Legal 


Defense Network. 

Obama wants to repeal “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” and will work with military leaders to 
get it done, his campaign Web site says. 

Republican opponent John McCain 
supports “don’t ask, don’t tell.” 

Even if Obama wins, overturning “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” might not be his first order 
ofbusiness. 

The policy was enacted shortly after 
Democrat Bill Clinton became president 
and sought to make good on a campaign 
pledge to open the military to gays. 

After a divisive debate that gave fuel 
to social conservatives and little political

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Cynics’ view of the Bears su^ests nothing’s a given going into training camp— including the QB

Pity die-hard Chicago Bears fans. 

Cranky as ever and perhaps more disil- 
lusioned than most seasons, Bears faithful 
turn their attention to Wednesday’s open- 
ing of training camp in Bourbonnais. 

As the team 
scrapes off spring’s 
accumulation of 
rust and sorts out 
the depth chart, 
the next three 
weeks of camp will 
help determine the 
Bears’ fate over the 
2008 NFL season. 

Remember, it was 
only a year ago that 
the defending NFC 
champions entered 
camp with all of the 
answers: A mature 
Rex Grossman 
would seize con- 
trol at quarterback, 
heady safety Adam 
Archuleta would 
make a strong sec- 
ondary fierce, and 
Cedric Benson 
would break out as the featured tailback. 

That was last summer. A disappointing 
7-9 season will suck the swagger out of any 
team, and now the Bears go camping with 
more question marks than exclamation 
points. 

“They’re kind of a wild card,” NFL 
scouting expert Frank Coyle told RedEye 
this week. “They certainly can win the 
division again, but a lot of things have to 
go right.” 

Start with the running game, where 
rookie Matt Forte has been thrust into 
a starring role after the Bears jettisoned 
Benson following his two off-season 
arrests. Forte will have some help — the 
Bears put more thump in the backfield last 
week by signing free agent Kevin Jones. 

But for a team that is built around 
defense and the running game, turning 
over the tailback position to a rookie is 
“not a very good idea,” said Hub Arkush, 
editor and publisher of Riverwoods-based 
Pro Football Weekly magazine and lead 
Bears analyst for WSCR (670-AM). 

There is no shortage of issues under 
scrutiny with this team. Notably, the Bears 
have yet to sign their first-round draft 
pick, left tackle Chris Williams, and there 
doesn’t appear to be a go-to receiver. 

Still, Chicago just might have enough 
to win the NFC North, said Coyle, head 
scout and publisher of Draft Insiders’ 
Digest for the past 18 years. 

“That division’s wide open,” he said. 
“Green Bay doesn’t scare me, Detroit 
scares nobody, and Minnesota’s an inter- 
esting team, but they’ve got big questions 
at the QB spot.” 


So are we talking Super Bowl parties? 
Or will the season be over by Halloween? 
RedEye posed 9 crucial questions to gauge 
just where this team stands. Here’s what 
Arkush and Coyle said. 

“Rex Grossman is our quarterback.” True 
or false? 

Arkush: True. Grossman will take the 
chances you have to in order to be great. 
Kyle Orton will play not to lose. 

Coyle: True. Grossman is working on a 
one-year contract. That’s motivation. I see 
him having a good season, especially if the 
ground game succeeds early in the season. 

What is this team’s greatest strength? 

Arkush: If Brian Urlacher, Alex Brown 
and Tommie Harris all start 16 games, they 
can be a top-five defense in the league 
again. 

Coyle: Defense still is the Bears forte. 

No pun intended to Matt. The front four 
is active and the linebacking unit is among 
the best in the game if Brian Urlacher is 
healthy 

How about its greatest weakness? 

Arkush: They have the worst wide receiv- 
ers in the league, worst running backs in 
the league, and the offensive line and quar- 
terbacks need help. I guess it’s the offense. 

Coyle: The wide receiving corps is a 
major question despite some talent. The 
young receivers could surprise here with 
rookies such as Earl Bennett and Marcus 
Monk stepping up if unproven veterans 
Mark Bradley and Brandon Lloyd are slow 
to produce. 

What is the closest position battle going 
into camp? 

Arkush: The Bears don’t really have 
position battles under Lovie Smith, they 
just anoint players. Quarterback is sup- 


posed to be an open competition, but 
from what I’m hearing, I suspect Kyle 
Orton already has won it. 

Coyle: The skill positions— running 
back and wide receiver— will be hotly con- 
tested this summer. Grossman probably 
will benefit the most from the battles, 
with an improved ground game probably 
split between Kevin Jones and Matt Forte. 

Is this Devin Hester’s breakout season at 
receiver? 

Arkush: Devin Hester is the greatest 
kick returner in the history of the game, 
but we’ve seen no reason to date to believe 
he’ll ever be a legitimate NFL wideout. 

Coyle: Hester is a game changer and 
probably {will be] more comfortable at 
wide receiver with some game experience. 

Brian Urlacher had surgery on his neck in 
the off-season. Was that the beginning of 
the end of his career? 

Arkush: Not necessarily, although I have 
to admit it’s the first time I’ve ever heard 
of “minor” neck surgery Last year’s back 
problems are a bigger concern. 

Coyle: Injuries always are critical, espe- 
cially to athletes over age 30, which Brian 
turned this spring. He is still a warrior in 
my book and a guy who should continue 
to play with reckless abandon and be high- 
ly productive. 

The Bears averaged 3.1 yards per carry 
last season, worst in the league. Can they 
expect better since adding Matt Forte and 
Kevin Jones? 

Arkush: They can hope, but expecting it 
is a huge mistake. Forte is a rookie running 
back who had a fumbling problem in Con- 
ference USA, and Jones probably will spend 
the first one- third-plus of the season on the 
Physically Unable to Perform list. Neither 
of them upgrades the offensive line. 


BEARS HITS 

Brian Urlacher never envi- 
sioned playing for another 
team. “I never wanted to 
leave Chicago,” Urlacher 
said Tuesday, heading to training camp 
hours after signing a one-year contract 
extension through 2012. “Of course, 

I wanted a raise. But I never thought 
about going anywhere else.” 

» Coach Lovie Smith remained opti- 
mistic about OLT Chris Williams, the 
No. 14 overall pick, who remained 
unsigned as of Tuesday night. “He 
hasn’t signed his contract yet, but I 
expect him to be in camp,” Smith said. 
» Smith wanted to make it clear there 
was no perceived favorite between Rex 
Grossman and Kyle Orton. “It’s dead 
even,” Smith said Tuesday. 

» Among the early arrivals, the most 
physically impressive looking Bear 
is newly signed RB Kevin Jones. His 
bulky arms resemble a linebacker’s. 

» Tommie Harris had the most impres- 
sive new ride, pulling up in an Inter- 
national MXT pickup truck with the 
nickname “Real Deal” plastered on the 
back. Orton arrived in a Toyota hybrid. 
» WR Mark Bradley, who missed part 
of the off-season program after hav- 
ing his right knee scoped, said he was 
cleared for practice last week.

Coyle: A totally new running tandem of 
veteran Jones and rookie Forte has to be an 
improvement. Jones is hungry and will look 
to impress against NFC North foes, espe- 
cially his old club, the Lions. Forte is well 
developed and capable of winning the job 
outright or being a high-level No. 2 runner. 

Was left tackle Chris Williams the right 
first-round pick for the Bears? 

Arkush: It takes two years — at least— to 
judge an NFL draft, and Williams may 
in fact turn out to be a fine offensive left 
tackle. But the idea that he upgrades the 
running game on Day i is unrealistic. 

Coyle: Williams was a good fit here. He 
can play either side, as can veteran John 
Tait. He gives the front line flexibility on 
both sides. 

And finally ... will Chicago be back in the 
playoffs? 

Arkush: Yes, but I’m not sure when. 
They’re either going 10-6 or 5-1 1. When 
it’s over, the injury list on defense and the 
running game’s success will tell you why it 
went the way it did. 

Coyle: I see the Bears winning the divi- 
sion with at least nine wins and Grossman 
re-establishing himself as a quality starting 
NFLpasser. [ michael mines is a redeye

Chef Didier Durand, who also owns Cyrano’s Bistrot in 
River North, tricked out his kitchen space here to resem- 
ble Claude Monet’s home in Giverny France. It’s com- 
plete with flowers and a pink-and-green color scheme. 
The spacious full-service seating area is at river’s edge 
with shade trees overhead. On the menu, look for selec- 
tions such as quiche Lorraine ($io) and steak with pom- 
mes frites ($19); new additions are coming in late July. 
There’s also a nice selection of wine, as well as martinis.

This walkup brings a taste of the Aloha State to Chica- 
go with Hawaiian-style shaved ice. The treat’s a spin on 
the snow cone, but the ice is finely shaved to an almost 
powder-like consistency before it’s mixed with flavored 
syrups such as raspberry and cherry ($3.5o-$4).

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Indie outfit frontman 
for Takka Takka takes 
a ieap into the unknown 

By Matt Pais 

Not long ago, a confused stranger asked 
Takka Takka singer-keyboardist Gabe 
Levine if he was “the guy from those Macin- 
tosh commercials.” 

He’s not. But anyone who hears the New 
York indie band’s second full-length album, 
“Migration” (out July 29), could imagine the 
group being inspired by Apple’s sleek, sim- 
ple design. Takka Takka’s sound is remark- 
ably clean and inviting, without ever appear- 
ing passive— like the members of Toad the 
^)(ht Sprocket spent a weekend with Death 
Cab For Cutie’s Ben Gibbard updating their 
approach and gaining a little street cred. 

The record’s songs, which Levine, 31, says 
are more emotional and atmospheric than 
those on the 2006 album “We Feel Safer 
at Night,” were written and rewritten and 
rewritten again. “We’d probably have like 13 
different versions of each song,” says Levine. 
‘And at some point we just stopped and we 
had to release the record.” 

After a sound check before a show in 
Times Square, the Singapore-born, Queens- 
raised singer told us about eating out of the 


garbage and why the band might release 10 
records at once. 

You seem to really get in the zone while 
rocking out on stage. What’s something you 
did in the moment and later regretted? 

We played this show a few months ago. In 
the very first song I rushed up to the micro- 
phone and had such momentum that I basi- 
cally fell over into the audience. And it was 
like after five beers, and I was really excited 
to play But someone had a camera phone 
video of it and I just looked completely 
{dumb], basically not judging the distance to 
the microphone and getting to the micro- 
phone and falling right into the audience. 

Usually people say, “Let’s rush the stage,” 
but you do the opposite. 

“Let’s go rush the audience!” No, I’ve been 
much {better} at keeping my distance from 
the microphone since then. I try to keep 
that in mind every time we play 

You’re friends with Clap Your Hands Say 
Yeah, which didn’t get a positive reception 
to its follow-up. Was that in the back of your 
mind working on a second record? 

Oh, I don’t think we thought about it 
much for ourselves. I think musicians in 
general don’t get a chance to be whatever 
they want to be. It’s a good record, it’s a bad 


record, but it was their record. Sometimes 
bands don’t get the chance to go through 
whatever phases they need to go through 
’cause it’s so public. It’s easier because some 
bands get big so quickly but on the other 
side it’s like everything you do is just scruti- 
nized. 

The more popular the first album, the 
more pressure put on the second. 

I wonder how sustainable that is for 
bands. How many bands are going to make 
it to record four or five? 

This is why bands need to release 10 
albums at once. Just in case. 

“Here’s our whole catalog. Judge it 
instantly!” {Laughs} That’s really funny Why 
don’t we do that? “Here’s the Takka box set.” 

You seem to have a subtle world music 
influence. 

I don’t think that {we} necessarily try 
to incorporate world music sounds in our 
songs. But I think there’s definitely an inter- 
nalization of music out there. I was reading 
about this metal band from Indonesia, and 
I thought it was just like so awesome that 
there was a band in Indonesia playing metal. 
There aren’t any boundaries anymore. A 
band from Indonesia is playing metal and 
Vampire V^ekend is playing African-fla-

vored guitars. 

Yet we can’t get those two on the same bill. 

I know, right! And indie rock gets strati- 
fied ... I’ve been listening to a lot of classical 
music lately and I’m freaking my band out 
with the amount of classical music that I’ve 
been listening to. But it’s like, why shouldn’t 
we be listening to all of these different 
things? And why shouldn’t we be playing 
shows together with Cambodian bands or 
African bands? 

What puns have you heard made out of 
the name Takka Takka? 

My favorite is Taco Taco. We have to make 
some merch. I’m really tempted to make a 
Tshirt that has two tacos on it. 

And you can demand that’s the only food 
that can be served at your shows. 

Our big band joke is that we wanted to 
be a freegan band. And so for our rider, as 
freegans, we only would eat food that was 
discarded, so it would be like, “12 hamburg- 
ers, thrown in a trash can, so we can retain 
our freegan roots.” And the audience mem- 
ber would be like, “That band was freakin’ 
awesome! Freakin’ freegan!”

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David Duchovny and Gillian Anderson 
reunited in big-screen ‘X-Files’ sequel

The cast and crew of the upcoming “The 
X-Files: I Want to Believe” were just a few weeks 
into filming in Vancouver when Frank Spotnitz, 
the co-writer and co-producer with creator-direc- 
tor Chris Carter, called star David Duchovny over 
to a laptop computer to watch a fan-made video 
on %uTube. It was a montage of scenes from the 
old “X-Files” show set to Sarah McLachlan’s for- 
lorn “When She Loved Me.” 

“It was intensely romantic, and it almost brought 
tears to my eyes,” Duchovny recalled. “It really did. 
And it reminded me that we have at the core of ‘The 
X-Files’ this very powerful relationship. We have to 
honor that and not shy away from the sentimental- 
ity of the fans or of the relationship itself When we 
were doing the show, Gillian {Anderson] and I had 
got tired of it. And we wanted to be ourselves out- 
side of it. I remember struggling. But now I think, 
‘God, what a great love affair.’ ” 

Those are healing words for the intensely 
devoted fans of the TV series that became a pop-cul- 
ture phenomenon in the 1990s and made Ducho- 
vn/s Fox Mulder and Anderson’s Dana Scully a sort 
ofTfacy and Hepburn, albeit with alien autopsies. 

The show debuted in 1992, peaked with audi- 
ences in its fifth season but ran out of gas in 2002. 
On Friday, the flashlights come out again (there 
are many 12:01 a.m. Friday showings), and FBI 
agents Mulder and Scully will restart their spooky 
romantic tango. 

The plot of the film has been intensely guard- 
ed and, sitting in a coffee shop in Santa Monica, 
Calif, Duchovny carefully sidestepped questions

“You can ask, but my job is to not answer,” said 
the lean 47-year-old who this year picked up a 
Golden Globe for his work in “Californication” 
on Showtime. 

Duchovny did confirm that “I Want to 
Believe” will be in the tradition of the “stand- 
alone” episodes of the series, meaning 
it’s not part of the long, complicated sto- 
ry arc concerning a shadow govern- 
ment and alien life; this will be 
more of a “horror and suspense 
movie, the creepy stuff as procedural.”

The 
flashlights in the snow look great.” 

The franchise hit the big screen in 1998 
with “The X-Files: Fight the Future,” and 
a sequel was expected in 2001, but legal 
quarrels between Carter and 20th Century 
Fox delayed the process. 

The film will acknowledge the time 
passage and even have a bit of fun with it, 
such as a scene early on in which Mulder 
and Scully, in a corridor at FBI headquar- 
ters, both glance purposely at the portrait 
of President Bush on the wall; the Clin- 
ton photographs from the 1990s are long 
gone. 

“It’s not like other science-fiction shows 
where time is frozen or you’re in an unfamil- 
iar world,” Duchovny said. 

“You’ve got to make these actual peo- 
ple who have aged and changed. For me, I 
thought I could kind of slip back into the 
character pretty easily, but early on in film- 
ing I found myself wondering whether I had 
done enough work. It was more of a chal- 
lenge than I expected.” 

What helped? 

“Working with Gillian again 
and that rhythm between us, 
that was probably the easiest 
thing and very helpful for me,” 
Duchovny said. 

“It was key for me to get 
back to Mulder and nice we 
didn’t have to kind of play it 
up or emphasize it or exag- 
gerate it. I really didn’t do any 
research, per se. I have seen 
the show over the past six 
years. Usually when I can’t 
sleep and I turn on the TV 
and it’s there. I do watch it 
for a few minutes, and it’s 
nice now. It’s like home 
movies. But with autop- 
sies.” 


What’s going on now? 

“1 Want to Believe” takes place six years 
after the events of the series finale, 
which, bizarrely, echoed the final “Sein- 
feld”: a trial, with recurring characters 
from the series showing up to testify.

A fishy kind of pedicure

Ready for the latest in spa pampering? 
Prepare to dunk your toes in a tank of 
water and let tiny carp nibble away 

Fish pedicures are creating something 
of a splash in the D.C. area, where a north- 
ern Virginia spa has been offering them for 
the past four months. John Ho, who runs 
the Yvonne Hair and Nails salon with his 
wife, Yvonne Le, said 5,000 people have 
taken the plunge so far. 

“This is a good treatment for everyone 
who likes to have nice feet,” Ho said. 

He said he wanted to come up with 
something unique while finding a replace- 
ment for pedicures that use razors to scrape 
off dead skin. The razors have fallen out of 
favor with state regulators because of con- 
cerns about whether they’re sanitary 
Ho was skeptical at first about the fish, 
which are called garra rufa but typically 
are known as doctor fish. They were first 
used in Turkey and have become popular 
in some Asian countries. 

But Ho doubted they would thrive in 
the warm water needed for a comfortable 
footbath. And he didn’t know if customers 


would like the idea. 

“I know people were a little intimidat- 
ed at first,” Ho said. “But I just said, ‘Let’s 
give it a shot.’ ” 

Customers were quickly hooked. 


Tracy Roberts, 33, of Rockville, Md., 
heard about it on a local radio show. She 
said it was “the best pedicure I ever had” 
and has spread the word to friends and co- 
workers. 


“I’d been an athlete all my life, so I’ve 
always had calluses on my feet. This was 
the first time somebody got rid of my cal- 
luses completely,” she said. 

First-time customer KaNin Reese, 32, 
of Washington described the tingling 
sensation created by the toothless fish: 
“It kind of feels like your foot’s asleep,” 
she said. 

The fish don’t do the job alone. After 15 
to 30 minutes in the tank, customers get a 
standard pedicure, made easier by the soft 
skin the doctor fish leave behind. 

Ho believes his is the only salon in the 
country to offer the treatment, which 
costs $35 for 15 minutes and $50 for 30 
minutes. The spa has more than 1,000 fish, 
with about 100 in each individual pedicure 
tank at any given time. 

Dennis Arnold, a podiatrist who four 
years ago established the International 
Pedicure Association, said he had never 
heard of the treatment and doubts it will 
become widespread. 

“I think most people would be afraid of 
it,” he said. 

In addition to offering pedicures. Ho 
hopes to establish a network of Doctor 
Fish Massage franchises and is evaluating a 
full-body fish treatment that, among other 
things, could treat psoriasis and other skin 
ailments.

A couple weeks ago, 

I took the lady Fm 
seeing to the musical 
“^Wcked” as a birth- 
day gift.
